should be gathered often enough 
through the day to prevent

killed from becoming chilled, say s

should be stored in a moderately 
cool place where the temperature 
Is between 50 and 75 degrees F. 
It Is not advisable to hold hatch­ 
ing eggs longer than 
IO day s 
of 
two weeks before being Incubated, 
and the fresher they are when set 
the better the chances of a good 
hatch and 
strong 
chicks. 
It Is 
harmful to wash the eggs Intended 
for hatching, as the pores become 
filled and the air is shut off from 
the living embry o. 
It is also advisable to test the 
eggs in each sitting for the re­ 
moval of the Infertile ones, which 
will give a better chance to those 
that are left. This should be done 
about the six th or seventh day . A 
simple home-made tester can 
made in a few 
minutes from 
small wooden or pasteboard

of assessed valuation, levied for 
general purposes, there may also 
be levied animally , on each one 
hundred dollars of assessed valua­ 
tion, and collected, taxes for spe­ 
cial purposes as follows: 
Public 
library , fourteen cents; park and 
play grounds, five cents; music and 
entertainment, two cents; 
adver­ 
tising and publicity , two cents; so­ 
cial welfare, one cent; and for a 
fund for such day nursery as the 
council may 
approve, 
one cent. 
The sum total of this twenty -five 
cents is the identical rate that the 
people are pay ing at present. 
These figures 
absolutely elimi­ 
nate the arguments of the oppos­ 
ers of the new charter relative to 
taxation. 
Furthermore, under the 
direct supervision of the city man­ 
ager, the appropriation for public 
park s and 
play grounds 
will 
be 
wisely expended. 
At the present 
time the children of 
Santa Ana 
have no convenient park or play ­ 
ground where they may play in the 
outdoors, 
thereby 
gaining 
the 
phy sical powers that will enable 
them to grow into strong, healthy 
citizens.

peaceful activ ities of g ov ernment, is an old story , 
but new ev idence alway s bring s a shock of surprise. 
So tbe shock is felt as usual when Herbert D. Brown, 
head of the Bureau of Efficiency at Washing ton, re­ 
ports that our g ov ernment is now spending 8 5 cents 
out of ev ery dollar for wars, past and future, and 
15 cents for all cf its widespread, elaborate, useful 
civ il work. 
With the war ex penditures are reckoned the interest 
on the war debt, pensions, rehabilitation cost and 
current army and nav y ex penditure. 
Perhaps the ends g ained by the v arious wars now 
being paid for are worth, or will be hereafter, all 
they cost. Yet the contrast is so g reat that one won­ 
ders naturally whether it is not possible to lessen the 
g ap between the two forms of ex penditure. 
Also 
whether insurance ag ainst ex pensiv e future wars may 
not be obtained at smaller cost by dev oting to the 
financing of org anized effort in behalf of interna­ 
tional peace some of the big sums now paid for arma­ 
ment. 


PROGRESS IN INDIA 


India is rousing from the letharg y of centuries. 
Public improv ements are proposed in that land of 
retarded dev elopment which will inv olv e the ex pen­ 
diture of at least a billion dollars. 
The Madras Presidency has plans afoot for irri­ 
g ation canals and other public works running into 
many millions. 
Bombay wants to spend more than 
$60,000,000 on irrig ation alone, besides continuing 
the dev elopment of the port and pushing the new 
schools called for under the compulsory education 
act.

Punjab is rig ht in line with its plans for hy dro-elec­ 
tric sy stems, roads and like improv ements.

siderable diversity . The so uthern 
p art o f the p en in sula, kn o wn as 
the 
Everg lades, 
co mp risin g 
an 
area abo ut 150 miles lo n g an d o ver 
IOO miles in averag e width, lies in 
g en eral less-than 50 feet abo ve sea 
level. Mu:h o f this area is an al­ 
mo st imp assable mo rass, an d was 
o n o e sup p o sed to be belo w sea 
level. Lake Okecho bec, a shallo w 
bo dy o f fresh water at thp n o rth 
en d o f the Everg lades, co vers 7 30 
sq uare miles, an d its surface is 
less than 20 feet abo ve sea level. 
Narro w strip s o f lo wlan d in clo se 
the Everg lades alo n g the Atlan tic 
an d Gulf co asts.

Prelimin ary fig ures sho win g the 
p ro ductio n o f q uicksilver in

Un ited States in 1922, co mp iled by

men t o f the In terio r, g ive a to tal 
o f 6,497 flasks, o f 7 5 p o un ds n et, 
as co mp ared with 6,339 flasks in 
1921, which was the smallest an ­ 
n ual o utp ut in the 7 2 y ears o f re­ 
co rded 
p ro ductio n 
o f 
do mestic 
q uicksilver. 
In 
1922 
Califo rn ia 
p ro duced 3,494 flasks, Tex as 2,7 25 
flasks, an d Nevada an d Oreg o n 27 8 
flasks. 
In Califo rn ia 4 min es were p ro ­ 
ductive, but the o utp ut fro m all but 
the New Almaden g ro up was very 
small. 
The New Idria min e co n ­ 
tin ued n o n -p ro ductive but the o ld 
Redin g to n o r Bo sto n min e at Kn o x ­ 


ville, Nap a Co un ty , which has lain 
idle fo r man y y ears, y ielded so me 
q uicksilver an d will p ro bably be a 
larg er p ro ducer in 1923, as a ro ­ 
tary furn ace has been in stalled. 
The averag e p rice o f q uicksilver 
In 1922 p er flask o f 7 5 p o un ds was 
$58 .95 fo r New Yo rk an d $57 .7 8 fo r 
San Fran cisco . The p rice declin ed 
fro m $51 New Yo rk an d $50 San 
Fran cisco early in Jan uary , to $48 
New Yo rk an d $47 .30 San Fran cis­ 
co in February . 
Fro m the first 
o f March the rise was fairly steady 
to $7 4 New Yo rk an d $7 1.30 San 
Fran cisco at the en d o f the y ear. 
No imp o rtan t additio n s to kn o wn 
reso urces o f do mestic q uicksilver 
were made durin g the y ear 1922, 
but the effect o f the n ew imp o rt 
duty will p ro bably be seen in a 
mo derate in crease in p ro ductio n in 
1923.

tural Eco n o mics o f the Dep artmen t 
o f Ag riculture. This estimate has 
been wo rked o ut by the Bureau o f 
the Cen sus o n the basis o f 1920 
cen sus 
fig ures, sup p lemen ted, in 
the case o f ten an t farms, by in fo r­ 
matio n secured thro ug h q uestio n ­ 
n aires sen t o ut by the Bureau o f 
the Cen sus an d the 
Bureau 
o f 
Ag ricultural Eco n o mics. 
The mo rtg ag e debt o n fully o wn ­ 
ed farms, as sho wn by the cen sus, 
amo un ted to 13.3 p er cen t o f the 
value o f all fully o wn ed farms (in ­ 
cludin g 
tho se 
n o t 
mo rtg ag ed). 
This ratio (o r the co rresp o n din g 
ratio fo r each state) was used in 
estimatin g the debt o n farms o p er­ 
ated by p art o wn ers an d man ag ers.

farms, acco rdin g to sp ecial rep o rts 
received fro m the o wn ers o f such 
farms in selected 
co un ties, was 
9.2 p er cen t o f the value o f all 
ten an t farms co vered by these re­ 
p o rts.
